Last Saturday at 5 o’clock in the 
evening M. Sadi Carnot was elected 
President of France, thereby assur- 
ing to the world the continued ex- 
latence of the French Republic. At 
precisely 6 o’clock last Saturday 
evening the GAZETTE published an 
Associated Press dispatch contain- 
ing an account of Carnot’s election. 
This was made possible by the dif- 
serence of longitude between Paris 
aud Reno, the Atlantic cable and 
prompt telegraphic ‘service. The 
rapid transmission of pews is at 
once due of the marvels of this 
century aud one of the greatest 
boons end by mankind. 

Few persons realize the amount 
of work required to be done before 
the Gazerre could present its Paris 
dispatches to its readers last Satur- 
day. First there was the reporter's 
work at the meeting ofthe French 
Congress. Thea there was the work 
of messengers and telegraphic oper- 
ators. Lastly the dispatches re- 
ceived in Reno were to be edited 
and the result set up iu type and 
printed. But live newspapers are 
indispensable in every bome and 


in every place of business, and the

world. 


On Tuesday evening a meeting 
will be held in Trinity Church for 
the purpose of pushing to a eonclu- 
sion the good work inaugurated in 
the same edifice last Monday even- 
ing, that of organizing what may 
be termed a Youog Men’s Christian 
Association.

Merrow on Trial. 
SANTA Rosa, Cal., Dec. 5.—The trial 


of Robert F. Morrow was continued 
to-day until Thuraday. 


The Fiftieth Congress in Session. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The Senate 
Chamber wore a fresh and tasteful ap- 
pearance this morning. The floors and 
galleries were newly carpsted and the 
desks glistened in a coat of varnixh 
which mingled faintly with that of 
bonquets and gorgeous floral devices 
which enlivened the picture. Senators 
began to arrive and take their sea's 
before 11 o’clock, Senators Stewart aud 
Hiscock being the first comers. A 
few hours before noon the floor was a 
busy scene, members of both partirs 
and their friends and officers of the 
Senate taking this occasion to ex- 
change greetings and compare notes. 
The chief topic of conversation was 
the prospect of a conflict over the ad- 
mission of certain Democratic Sena- 
tors, and it early became known that 
the Republicans, in default of any cau- 
cus plan of action, bad concluded to 
follow the lead of their Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. These had 


1 


understood, and had reached a con- 
clusion to make no opposition to the 
admission of Turpie, of Indiana, but 
tofobject to the admission of Foulkner, 
of West Virginia, on the ground that 
there were conflicting credentials trom 
that State. The general opinion was 
that there would be no deadlock and 
that the usual course of opening pro- 
ceedings would not be broken. 

Long befure noon the gallery of the 
house ws crowded to the utmost ca- 
pacity with spect vors, drawn together 
to witness the opening scenes of the 
new Congress. Ladies were in the | 
majority, and their costumes lent an | 
air of animation to the chamber. On 
the floor the members congregated 
and exchanged greetings and congrat- 
Very few floral decorations 
were upon thedesks of members. The 
Clerk proceeded with the roll call. 


Preliminary Skirmishing. ; 
WASHINGTON, Doc. 4.—It is said to 
be probable that objection will be 
made by Republicans tu the admission 
of Senators Turpie of Indiana, and 
Faulkner of West Virginia, some lead- 
iog Republicans holding that there are 
good prima facie grounds for an in- 
vesiigation of their titles. The Demo- 
crats, on the other hand, hold that the 
only flaws in the title of the Senators 
named are merely technical, and pro- 
pose, in case objection is made, to 
make similar objections to the admis- 
sion of certain publicans. This is 
likely to precipitate a conflict over the 
organization of the body, which may 
delay all other matters indefinitely. 
Should objection not be made, or 
should a compromise or understand- 
ing be reached, the Senate will, to-mor- 
row, appoint the customary commit- 
tee to give notice to the House, and to 
the President of the organizatton, of 
the Senate and its readiness to proceed 
to business.

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Berlin under date of September 29, 
and reads like a fairy tale: 

The cheap African meats will be 
found very poor quality. But Bis- 
marck’s people have lots vf money 
and can afferd to lose in this way. 

On the 10th of last month, at 6 
o’clock in the morning à peculiar 
expedition sailed from Hamburg. 
It was the second party which the 
German West Africa Cattle and 
Slaughtering Company has sent 
down to the southwestern coast of 
Africa to establish a depot for the 
killing and refrigerating of cattle 
for shipment to the German ports. 

The brig Adolph, owned by the 
corporation, was loaded with the 
portable buildings of factory, port- 
able slaughter houses, steam en- 
gines, ice machines, pumps, etc., 
and all other machinery for the 
killing and cooling of cattle. Two 
thousand barrels of salt, hundreds 
of tons of saltpetre, shavings, coal, 
wood, stones and cement also 
formed a portion of tae Adolph’s 
cargo. 

The passengers comprised 14 
members of the West African- 
German Company. Captain Bosh- 
ard is in command of the expedi- 
tion. He is well adopted for bis 
task, having sailed many years in 
African waters, and served for a 
lengthy period in the Congo under 
the Belgium Government. At the 
head of the slaughterers is foreman 
Uhrbrock, of Hamburg, who has 
worked in the largest wholesale 
slaughtering houses of that city. 
His specialty is the putting up of 
Hamburg corned and smoked 
meats. The workmen, under him 
were picked out from among the 
most expert Hamburg butchers. 
In addition to the slaughterers a 
large, force of machinists,gardeners, 
carpenters and merchants sailed 
with the expedition. 

The Adolph will go direct to 
Walfis Bay, and will probably 
reach that port during November. 
The central factory and slaughter 
house will be put up at Walfis Bay 
zud will be finished in a few 
months. After the constructures 
have been completed Herr Conard, 
the business manager of the party, 


and five trusty employes will travel 
inland to organize cattle stations 
and arrange with the natives for 
gathering the herds. The first ex- 
pedition sent out last year traveled 
through Damara and Ovamboland, 
and successfully arranged the pre- 
liminary business of the scheme. 


Alfalfa Pasturage. 

The following is taken from the 
Times, Visalia, Cal.: A diversity 
of opinion exists among cattle 
raisers as to the value of alfalfa 
pasturage—that is, where the feed 
consists exclusively of alfalfa. It 
is argued by a number of cattle- 
raisers that such feed is the cause 
of disease among stock; that it is a 
butter-producing grass, that it 
ruins the breeding qualities ofcows 
aud heifers, and is only good for 
fattening stock for the beef market. 
All stock -growers acknowledge 
that a few acres of salt grass in- 
closed in an alfalfa pasture is of 
great value to the stock, no matter 
for what purpose they are raised. 
Many farmers now stack their bar- 
ley and wheat straw in their alfalfa 
pastures and find it of great advan- 
tage in fattening their stock, in- 
creasing the milk and butter pro- 
duction of their dairy cows, and in 
every way being an advantage to 
their health and growing qualities. 
It is noticed, too, that both horses 
and cattle will leave alfalfa for 
days at a time to feed on straw 
stacks thus placed in the pas- 
ture.” 


— 


The British Government Las in- 
creased the grant of $15,000 a year 
(given as Queen’s plates) for the 
improvement of horse breeding, to 
$25,000. A similar amount goes to 
Ireland for improving the breeding 
of both horses and tattle; but as to 
results, much will depend on the 
hands iuto which the administra- 
tion falls. One of the best things 
is a grant of $10,000 to the Munster 
dairy schools, which is turning out 
dairymaids in large numbers and 
in great perfection. This will en- 
hance the price of butter in the 
Cork market to a noticeable extent, 
and we shall be surprised if other 
parts of the United Kingdom do 
not follow seon in the same track.
